A rash of break-ins and

25th Year 


Alabama Electric Co- 
operative this year enters 
its 25th year of operation, 

The electric generation 
and transmission coopera= 
tive will observe its silver 
anniversay by putting into 
Operation its new steam 
generating plant in Wash- 
jngton County near Jack- 
son, 

Actually the Alabama 
Electric has been organ- 
ized for nearly 28 years, 
It was first organized in 
1941 with its founder 
Mauary McWilliams as its 
first president. McWil- 
liams remainded president 
until his death in 1966. 

Before the newly formed 
organization could com- 
plete plans to construct 
and operate generation fa- 
cilities World War I 
brought a halt to non-de- 
fense construction, 
Electrical wiring, which 
contains a large amount of 
copper, was especially dif- 
ficult to obtain during the 
war years, 

Later, in 1944, Alabama 
Electric seized the oppor- 
tunity to purchase a 
system. The old Alabama 
Water System was ordered 
to sell some of its holdings. 
Under a joint package plan, 
Alabama Electric pur- 
chased the generation and 
tcansmission system and
